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Motherhood is a full-time job from day one to day 6578, which 
is 18 years later. It is the responsibility of the society in general to 
make this job easier for mothers, not by creating nurseries, but by 
helping mothers to stay at home. Home-based work is one important 
tool in this regard. Every society can easily generate hundreds of 
practical ideas in the field of mothers’ work according to its own 
geography and culture. The society gains much more from this than by 
charging her female citizens, and especially mothers, with the double 
burden of less leisure and less sleep for a falsely greater pay. 



The long-term benefits far outweigh any apparent financial gains 
by mothers’ work, both on the personal, on the family, or on the 
whole National scale.

Women should heed these facts in their choice of work A woman

evaded peer pressure, street gangs, sex or drug lures, is to open the 
door into an empty home ; with no mother to listen to his little 
grievances, fears, and hopes. 

In Nazism and communism State-motherhood was wrongly 
thought to be a better professional instrument of raising children. 
They thought that supposedly scientific means of education were a 
better substitute for mothers. All the Nazis and Communists got were 
generations of cruel, heartless monsters. 



then, should women STOP WORKING ?! 

Not at all ..!! 

Women may have to work out of need, to help support herself 
or her family. In agricultural societies women do a great percentage of 
the daily toil. But they take the children with them into the fields. 
The relationship is not interrupted at any hour. 

In advanced societies work-from-home is a rapidly developing 
specialty. Large corporations in Japan send their women employees 
home, supplied with computers linked to the main office. The woman 
does her quota of work in her own suitable time, enjoying her 
children’s and husband’s company all the time. Nowadays in Europe 
and U.S.A. hundreds of books and magazines specialise in creating 
home-based job opportunities and businesses for women, whether as 
employees or as self-employed. 

A recent trend in many American literature, magazines and 
books is a call for mothers, to “ COME HOME ”. The message is 
aimed at mothers in particular, and not to women in general. The 
long-term pros and cons are all the time listed and discussed, the 
balance always tipped to the come-home side. I have recently 
witnessed an Egyptian feminist fervently calling this American trend 
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Japan. Human Nature is the same everywhere. Unfortunately women 
in Third-World countries are still badly handicapped by illiteracy, 
multiple pregnancies, and rigid patriarchal social rules. 

In Egypt, in particular, the first call to improve women’s lot was 
made by Kasim Amin, at the turn of the twentieth century. His call 
for the education of women and girls was a very important landmark. 



SOCIAL and POUTICAL IMPLICATIONS : 

It is unfortunate that Feminists irrationally took these scientific 
findings as an affront to women’s dignity. They are unable to accept 
that being a successful mother is work enough, and dignity enough, 
for the human female. 

Human motherhood is a full-time, 24 hours, job, from day one 
up to a whole of 18 years. The human infant is the weakest and most 
helpless offspring in the Animal Kingdom. He needs a full emotional 
maturity before he can face the world alone. To gain emotional 
maturity a human infant needs BOTH parents until he or she 
crosses from adolescence to adulthood. A mother instinctively keeps 
her male partner around, for this purpose, by her charm. 

In contrast, all animal offspring need only few days, weeks, or 
months to attain a full physical maturity. With this physical maturity 
they can face the world, because their behaviours after that are totally 
governed by in-built genes, and are not dependent on an intelligent 
inventive brain as in Mankind. 

Moreover, human mother-offspring relationship is the most 
important single source of virtue, morals, and the ability to GIVE 
rather than TAKE. This is because it the ONLY sacrificial and 
purely undemanding human relationship. 

Virtue and morality gained through mother’s milk is far more 
dependable and permanent than any social or religious indoctrination 
in later years. Children denied this relationship often grow into 
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In mixed schools boys lagged behind girls in language, music, and art 
courses, as well as in all social studies. 

When these tests and statistics were recently initiated in the 
U.S.A., they were not intended to show sex differences. The original 
purpose was to study and improve teaching methods in schools. The 
gender differences were a total surprise for everybody, and soon got 
politically charged. Feminists savagely attacked the reported statistics 
and accused them to be male-biased. Hot debates ensued, but to their 
dismay the experiments and results were repeatedly proved beyond 
any doubt. 

Doctors and medical associations joined the fray. It was found 
that in brain lesions a specific destroyed area of a male brain results in 
a total loss of its corresponding function. A similar lesion in a female 
brain causes a much lesser degree of function loss, because of the 
wider distribution of functions, as well as the more extensive inter- 
connection of the two cerebral lobes. 

A newborn girl can catch your eyes in un-interrupted eye- 
contact for a much longer period than newborn boys. A toddler girl 
becomes fascinated with dolls which have big eyes and soft touch. 
When a mother buys a soft doll for her daughter and another rough 
toy for her son, she is not moulding their behaviour. She is getting 
for each of them the toy that practically more pleases him, or her, 
and resulting in more smiles, and more satisfaction. 

During fifty years of equal opportunity in American universities 
you find that 70 % of college girls opt to have their majoring in 
languages and social studies; while mathemathics for example gets 
only 20 % females and 80 % male students. 

Scientific references are just too many, and most of them have 
cropped out only in the last 10 or 15 years. I have already men- 
tioned one reference, eleven more are listed at the end of the article. 

Most of these researches have been carried out in First-World 
nations. But it goes without saying that Homo Sapiens is the same 
everywhere, in London, Paris, New York, or in Africa, Asia, and 
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between the two brain hemispheres. It is much thicker in female 
brains, by almost 25 %, than in male brains. This provides a 
stronger link between the two halves of the brain. It also coincides 
with the known clinical fact that cerebral functions in men are more 
specifically concentrated in one or the other lobe, while in women 
they are more widely dispersed in the two hemispheres. 

The retina is the sensitive nerve sheet lining tha back of the eye 
globe. Its sensitive rods and cones are distributed differently in the 
two sexes. Men have them more concentrated at the visual focus spot, 
while women have more of them further away on each side of that 
focus. This fact gives women a wider field of vision, a side-vision 
which is far more sharp than in men. When you talk to a lady in a 
party, with full eye-contact, you see only her. But she does also see, 
very clearly, the two men standing on your right and left, or even 
further away. 

The legendary sharp sense of smell in women has inspired a lot 
of material for novels and films. A wife can sense the tell-tale trace of 
a different perfume in her husband’s car several days later. 

The sense of touch is almost double in females. Not only that, 
but it is also more widespread in every inch of her body surface. 

Hearing is much stronger in women. A wife may be unable to 
sleep because of the drips of a loose tap in a faraway kitchen, which 
her husband positively denies. In a crowded party, with everybody 
talking, she can lock her ears on a particular conversation twenty feet 
away. 



FUNCTIONAL CEREBRAL DIFFERENCES 
DETECTED BY RECENT RESEARCH : 

Three-dimensional thinking is an important prerequisite for 
mathematics, aviation, map reading, games like chess, and sports 
like football. Eighty percent of males, and only 20 % of females, do 
excel in tests of this sort. Contrary to that, 80 % of females excelled 
in tests involving linguistic, expression and communication abilities. 
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REPORTS of RECENT RESEARCH: 

It may be worthwhile to note that recent research and scientific 
reports in the last ten years have shown very interesting facts in this 
regard. The famous claim that it is the society which moulds the 
female child to behave as a female has been proved totally mistaken. 
The bodily differences between men and women are not confined to 
the genitals, the contours, the breasts, and the pretty face. 

It has been unequivocally proved that there are organic 
and functional differences in the BRAIN between men 
and women and that these differences are of GENETIC 
origin.

As it exists today, money is just a piece of paper, its value arises 
from it being honoured by other human beings, that is all. 



WORK, 

is a very broad expression. It entails every effort a man ( or 
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This explains the genuine happiness entertained by a poor peasant and 
his wife, even if they just barely live from one meal to another. 

A recent study was published in a book titled “ Ordinary Wom- 
en, Extraordinary Sex [S. Scantling, & S. Browder, Dutton- 
Penguin, New York, 1993 ].

SEXUAL JEALOUSY: 

Secondary to the strong urge of sex in Mankind, it got mixed 
with the " private ownership " urge, and there we got sexual jealousy. 
Each partner, male or female, cosiders the other as BELONGING to 
him, and as defendable as his money, his house, and his land. 

INCEST-AVOIDANCE : 

This is also a part of the sexual architecture of human life, espe- 
cially between parents, their offspring, sisters and brothers. This 
general rule was only broken in certain archaic societies, as in some 
Pharaonic Royal Dynasties. They believed that their Divine Royal 
blood shouldn’t be allowed to mix with common blood. 

Incest avoidance is originally a GENETIC TRAIT present in 
all sexually producing forms of life, even in the Plant Kingdom. 
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willing. ( By the way, rapists inspite of their high publicity, are a 
small minority of abnormal men, with twisted minds ). A woman 
won’t give these signals unless she feels LOVED , RESPECTED 
and SECURE . 

And so sex in humans carries in its features a lot of psychologi- 
cal pleasures, besides the physical pleasure of intercourse. Perhaps 
the human genes are made that way in order to secure the 
protection, ( moral & financial ), badly needed by the 
pregnant woman and her baby, for a future of at least 
sixteen years (..!!).

What does a couple do when they get startled by a phone : they invol- 
untarily cover their bodies. How many a young girl has asked herself 
afterwards: is this IT ??!! 

The recent pornographic “ IDOLISATION “ of physical orgasm 
is an offshoot of the meaningless bleak picture of HUMAN-LIFE 
created by atheism. It is a vain and hopeless campaign to compensate 
for the lost real pleasure. A few years ago a British minister lost his 
life in an attempt to “ Maximise “ his orgasm, ( allegedly by 
depriving his brain of blood and oxygen to the point of pre-coma ..!!). 

The real pleasure is the psychological and romantic part of it 
all : The female voluntary “SUBMISSION “, her feeling of being 
“ POWERFULLY POSSESSED ” by someone whom she adores and 
respects. Similarly also the male feeling of “POWERFUL POS- 
SESSION of BOTH THE BODY AND SOUL OF A WOMAN 
albeit gentle .. caring .. and discreet. 

If sex is practiced with a background of mutual love and mutual 
respect, it will then give the human body and soul an ecstasy far be- 
yond the physical love per-se; regardless of any dreary circumstances. 
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Why does a new wife change her maiden name ? Why the words 
Miss and Mrs automatically describe the marital status of a woman, 
while the word Mr tells nothing of the sort ? They invented a new 
word to better suit this claim, and that is Ms. , which is in common 
use in America today. 

Why, they further wondered, do women wear bras and high 
heels and fancy lingerie, just to please the eyes of men ? Devoted 
feminists gathered in a famous demonstration in the U.S.A. where 
they put fire into a huge pile of bras and fancy underwear, as well as 
thousands of perfume bottles. It is worthwhile to mention that during 
that demonstration a naughty newspaper commented that its reporter 
has cleverly discovered that the perfume bottles in the pile were just 
empty, and all the burnt underwear garments were utterly worn out .!! 

Before carrying on with this interesting stage of feminism, I be- 
lieve a word or two are needed to summarise two important concepts :

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The Roots of Feminism : 

Human societies were mostly patriarchal throughout the history 
of Mankind. The head of the family was usually the father, or the 
grandfather.

Suffrage, ( voting rights ), was the first demand by women in 
Europe and America in the 19 th century. They claimed their right to 
directly influence law-making and civic choices, instead of doing that 
indirectly through husbands, fathers, orsons. In 1916 Finland was 
the first European State to grant voting rights to her women citizens. 
In a little more than one generation most industrialised nations just 
followed suit, in Europe, America, and Australia. 

With the end of World War 2, as we mentioned, feministic as- 
sociations rapidly cropped everywhere. They extended their claims to 
job and pay equality. Not only that, but they started as well to ponder 
another area for equality claims, that area .. was ..

Once the second world war was over a strong feministic wave 
swept across Europe and America. The claim was total equality with 
men in everything. The argument was that both males and females are 
bom equal, and that it is the society which moulds each child into the 
classic masculine or feminine behaviours and attitudes. A woman in 
the United States of America would easily win a legal case against 
gender discrimination, even if she wants to join the crew of a fighter 
plane. 



Now, fifty years later, there are lots and lots of second 
thoughts. There is already lots of practical in-real-life statisti- 
cal results of almost three generations of supposedly total equality. 
There is also the results of recent academic and neurological reas- 
earch that is now telling a different story. 



They tell us that the genetic differences between men and 
women are not concentrated in the genital area, the breasts, and the 
pretty face. There are in-built in-bom genetic differences in every 
tissue in the body, INCLUDING THE BRAIN. 
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
